THE {1 UROP ULONELY BOUGHT O

The local tobacco market 1 decidedly
dull. Only about 100 oases of "51 leuf, and
an equal number of "82 are reported sold,
There havo been o few transactions in "84
but no figures are given. [rloes of old
tobnocos are  said to be firm, with an up
ward tendonoy, but sales are fow,

The crop of 1881 continues to recoive
various oomments—good, bad and in-
differont, A fow packera are bold enough |
to olaim that there in still plenty of tho
crop in the handsof the farmers, whickh
can bo had for the asking ; but the gen
oral feeling of bLuyers is that the crop has
been bought up more clossly than any
other orop for several years past, aud that
vory littlo except trash remaina in the
hands of the growers, and that this is
held at prioes u good deal beyond its value,
I"ackers romaio busy and will uot foish
their work for at least two woeks,
